The first speaker of the evening was 


Mr. Talbot, of .Chicago, who made u very 
pleasant talk of about fifteen minutes. 
He spoke of himself as having been a 
hard drinker, and expressed his gratitude 
at being saved from the power of the 
demon, intemperance. The speaker illus- 
trated the ideas which he desired to en- 
force, in u pertinent and impressive man- 
ner, und received the closest attention of 
the audience throughout his address. 


The next speaker was Mr. Aaron Smick 


who remarked at the outset that he hai 
never made a speech; but he took hold of 
the matter quite handily for a new begin 
ner, and made some good points. Mr. 9 
sooke for about fifteen minutes, ant 
should he pewevere in the practice o 
speaking m public he will make a- 
effective speaker. 


After a song, Mr. Haggety, of Bloom 


ington, was introduced, and in the cours 
of his remarks this speaker denied that 
Bloomington had ever given anti-license 
a fair trial. He said that while it was 
true that a majority of the voters declared 
against license by their votes at the city 
election two years ago, during that year a 
majority of the city council was in favor 
of license, and the alderman did all in 
their power to bring anti-license into dis- 
repute, and to prevent the enforcement 
of the law against those who sold liquor 
in violation of the statute. The speaker 
told some plain truths in a plain way 
which interested his hearers. 


The next speaker was Mayor Priest, 


who spoke particularly with reference to 
the situation of municipal affairs. 
He- 


explained his action with reference to 
certain liquor licenses, one of which he 
had signed, while he vetoed the other. 
He vetoed one because there was u protest 
against it by citi/.ens in the vicinity, and 
signed the other because there was no 
protest against it. The mayor's it-marks 
were well received by the audience. 


D. L. Bunn, Esq , then offered a few 


remarks, in the course of which he also 
referred to the action of the seven alder- 
men who were at variance with the mayor. 
He said that the temperance people should 
stand firm to their principles, and that 
next year they would have a council that 
would be nine to one, instead of seven to 
three, und the nine would be anti-license 
men. Mr. Bunn's remarks were vigorous- 
ly applauded by the audience. _

We have heretofore referred to the 


mistaken policy of the board of super- 
visors, in refusing to make the necessa- 
ry appropriations for help required in 
the county offices. 
There appears to 


be a strange sort of idea in the minds 
of a great many people, anil more par- 
ticularly in the minds of some of the 
supervisors themselves, with regard to 
the object for which the county offices 
exi-t, the impression seeming to be that 
they were created solely for the benefit 
and proiit of the men who happen to 


lill them for the time being.

"Whether it was wrong or not 
for young people to dance, we have nev- 
er been able to see any great harm in 
it.

and smoothes off the angles of both sex- 
es. If it is not in fact a sin to dance, 
its no more a sin to Jance at the house 
of a Deacon than at the house of any 
other person. 


Some people are mistaken in thinking 


that religion consists of a long face and 
a shad-bellied coat. 
On the contrary a 


Christian has every reason to rejoice and 
be happy. The fact i». it does the cause 
of religion itselt no good, for those who 
profess it to go'through the world as if 
vinegar was their special diet, and sour 
grapes a regular God send. We want 
to see people pious; but let it be a joy- 
ous, happy, radiant piety, such as rec- 
ommends itself to all classes and ages of 
people. 


Our advice is, let the young people 


dance in reason, let them moot, be social, 
be happy, for tiieir days of trial will 
come soon enough. Take Deacon Black 
back in the Church, for it has impressed 
the youii" people unfavorably in regard 
to a religion that made those who danced 
at his house the innocent cause of the 
disturbance in hip church, and of his 
excommunication.

even as they delivered them unto us, it 
seemed good to me, also, having visited 
Southwestern Kansas and having some 
knowledge of these thing-:, to write uuto 
thec,friend REITBLIC.VS, that thou might- 
est know the certainty of those things 
wherein thou liast been instructed. 


I-had often thought of Southwestern 


Kansas and had some desire to visit that 
much talked of land, but not until very 
recently did it become a matter of real 
serious thought; but on the afternoon of 
March 27th I found myself seated in a 
Wabash coach actually enroute for the 
Arkansas valley. We left Decatur at 
3:40 p m. in company with Bro. Bivans, 
Mr. Thatcher and others, we soon passed 
out of our own home city and were speed- 
ing onward through our boautiful prairie 
country toward the setting sun. The 
weather was fine as we left Decatur with 
some indications of rain, but by tho time 
we arrived at Jacksonville, about C;30 p. 
in., th.o rain was coating down in real 
earnest. 
Jacksonville (the Athens of 


Illinois) is really a beautiful city, but as 
it is raining and we hasten on we have no 
time for extended observations here. We 
arrive at Bluffs about 7:80 p. m. and hear 
the welcome tidings "those goingto Kins- 
ly, &e., change cars for Hannibal,'' and 
notwithstanding the rain is coming down 
in toivents we "change." We arrived at 
Hannibal about 10 p. m.; it is still raining 
vcty hard, and oh, how dark. 3. will tell 
you nothing about this place but another 
''change cars through the rain" anil we 
arc again on our way; at Palmyra, Mo., 
we wait for the train from Quiucy which 
is bringing another excursion train which 
came via Chicago, after waiting for an 
hour or so the train arrives, and such u 
train—seven or eight coaches crowded 
and jammed. It is now ascertained that 
there are too many tor one train so they 
must form two; aftei near two hours more 
delay we are all right, and find ourselves 
again moving on; the rain has ceased but 
the darkness continues,so I see nothing of 
this country worthy of note; the morn- 
ing dawn finds us near the center, of 
northern Missouri; this is a fine country 
to look at, though I would think the soil 
for farming purposes "a little to thin," 
the peach tiees, of which there are many, 
arc in full bloom, which seems to speak of 
an abundant crop. 


We arrive at St. Joseph, Mo., about 


noon where we halt for a few moments, 
and are soon on our way down the 
Missouri toward Atehison where we arrive 
in about an hour; here finally we change 
cars again, we also change our tickets for 
land exploring tickets which will permit 
us to stop off at any station from Cotton- 
wood to Kinsly; we first change cars, as 
by this time it becomes quite an object 
to get a seat, but having secured this and 
leaving our traveling companion, Mr. 
Thatcher, in charge we start for the ticket 
office, find it with but- little difficulty, re- 
pair at once to the window and receive 
the information that we must go to the 
window at the opposite side of the room, 
at a glance we take in the situation; there 
are nearly a huhdred ahead of us, and it 
seems to be much on the plan of going to 
mill, "every fellow waits his turn." It 
takes one fellow no less than five minutes, 
we begin to calculate, and then inquire 
•when will my turn come; we are hungry, 
but if we go to get something to eat we 
lose our place and if we stay we will get 
nothing to eat, so we conclude at once to 
work a little strategy; so mounting the 
seat leading around the room and, with 
a momentary forgetfulness as to the rules 
of courtesy, wa are at the ticket window 
with our tickets under the agents nose, a

friend seeing our success, hands up his 
ticket and we get it exchanged also, and 
now away to give room for others, nad 
after an hour or so we are on our way to 
Topeka. 


From Atehison to Topeka we pass 


through some flue looking country, the 
ground is much more rolling than our own 
prairies, the tlrcams are deep channeled 
and the water is clear and pine, but there 
seems to be considerable rock and it lies 
near the surface. 
Vfo tirrho at Topeka 


about o:30 p. m. and halt twenty minutes 
forlunch; we have not time here for much 
sight seeing as the city is situated as 
Dccutur, "a little off from the depot," but 
seems to have a very beautiful location 
on high, rolling ground. We pass through 
a fine looking country after leaving Tope- 
ka until we arrive at Osage City which is 
34 miles beyond, when the darkness of 
night put an end to our observations. 
There seems to be much of a sameness 
with Kansas thus far, and I would be a 
little afraid ot hard-pan. 


But now we turn our attention to tliis 


excursion internally: This is the second" 
night out, and many "are tired now ana 
sleepy too," and would like to be "put in 
their little bed," but there is no "little 
bed" here; but soon sleep comes and 
many are in dreamland—some lying, some 
sitting, some almost standing, and some— 
well, you can imagine the rest; some 
seem to sleep right along, while others 
will doze, and growl, and grumble, and 
.thus the night wears slowly on. We have 


had rain much of the time, and the night 
is chilly and the fires are.out in the stoves. 
The lamps were lighted in the evening, 
and COE tinned for a time to shed a dim, 
mellow light upon the scene, but finally 
they blushed and refused longer to look 
upon the scene, and from this until 
morning light returns we have a regular 
spiritualistic seance. We. arrive at New- 
ton about 4 a. m., where we icmain until 
about 11 a. m., waiting for other trains.— 
Newton is at the junction of the Wichita 
and Southwestern and the A., T. & S. F. 
H. R. 
Here you leave the main line to 


go to, Wichita. Newton seems pleasantly 
located iu a line section ot country, and 
is claimed to have about 2000 inhabitants. 
Here we get a good bieakfast at one of 
the hotels for 23 cents. 


We arrive at Hutchison, which is thirty- 


three miles beyond, about noon. Here we 
enter the Arkansas Valley. At Sterling, 
25 miles further ou, we halt for dinner.— 
Near this place we puss through some 
country which is a little flat, and some 
ponds are visible, ami white cranes are 
seen by 
the 
thousand. 
From this 


ou it is up the Arkansas Valley, about 
Raymond, Ellinwood, Great Bend and 
Pawnee Rock, the country is very fine- 
as fine rolling prairie as the eye ever need 
rest upon; the bottom lands alona the 
valley are not so rolling. 


We arrive at Lamed about 4 p. m., and 


here, as at other places, it seems that the 
whole town is coming out to greet us.— 
Soon after alighting here (as we stop here 
for a time) we observe the genial suiile^or 
friendly grin of our former townsman, 
C. C. McComas, Esq., who iu the kindness 
of his heart is here Vo help people out <5f 
legal difficulties. 
Lamed is beautifully 


situated, near the Arkansas river, partly 
on bottom land and partly on highland, 
which appioachcs near the river at this 
point. 


After a good night's rest, a good .supper 


and breakfast,'Mr. Bivans, (the laud agent 
of the railroad company), of Decatur, and 
Mr. Toles, (land agent at Lamed), invited 
us to take a ride into the country, And 
now, Mr. Editor, if 3'ou wish to see fine 
lands, just get in and accompany us up 
the valley. I find the soil, on close in- 
spection, much better than I anticipated 
after my former observations; the soil is 
a durk, sandy loam, from three to four 
feetdecp, and is very productive; theie 
is a good supply of stone, but it is only in 
certain localities, and will not interfere 
with farming interests. 


In the afternoon we got aboard a pass- 


ing freight train for Kinsley, where we 
arrived about 2 p. m. Here we find Mr. 
J. B. Shatzei, formerly of this city, busy 
plowing sod. He has located just outside 
of the corporate limits of Kinsley, where 
it seems he has a very pleasant location. 
Ho soon has his team to the spring wagon, 
and away we go across the country. The 
country about Kinsley is very fine. Many 
select the 'bottom lands, but I prefer the 
uplands. I think I made a pretty close 
examination, and I consider these lands 
very fine. The country here is very much 
the same as at Larned. You need not fear 
"hard-pan" in this section ;>f country.— 
Here we remained over the Sabbath, and 
had the pleasure of attending service 
with the Presbyterian congregation morn- 
ing and evening. The Presbyterian, M. 
E 
and Congregational churches have 


societies here; the public school interests 
also receive special attention 
Kinsley 


has a good location, has now about COO 
inhabitants, having doubled its popula- 
tion in four mouths; it is the county seat 
of Edward county. Monday morning we 
are again ready for a drive over the coun- 
try, which we enjoy very much; see some 
moie beautiful country; crop.s are look- 
ing well, and wheat is very fine; this is 
a splendid country tor all kinds of small 
grain, also for vegetables; but I think it 
not the best for corn, yet considerable ot 
corn is raised annually, but it is nat the 
crop as in Illinois; the soil will produce 
it, but the altitude i-, too great, and the 
nights a little too cool 
During our stay 


at Kinsley we Mud a very pleasant home 
with, Mr. Shatzcr ami family, it seems so 
much like home that we can scarcely re- 
alize that we lire 700 miles away 
Al 


2 a. in Tuesday we take our lofive and 
start homeward. On the return trip from 
Topck.i we come via Larned and Kansas 
City, but as we are tired (and presume 
you are by this time) we will not attempt 
a description of this country, Wednesday 
noon u here and we fiud ourself at home. 


The railroad agents and employes of the 


A , T & S. F. H. 15 were kind and oblig- 
ing, especially Mr. Toles, of Larned, who 
seemed to be anxious to show us cverv 
favor, but especially the agent at Deca- 
tur, Mr. Thomas Bivan=, who ever had a 
watchful care oyer us. And by the way, 
Mr. Editor, should you ever go to Kansas 
and wish to have your wife and little ones 
to follow, just place them in the care of 
Bro. B., for it is astonishing to see how he 
can take two or three bundles under one 
arm, and a two-year old under the other, 
and help these mothers to change cars. 
One lady told me he was the "best man 
she eversaw;" and on one trip one elderly 
lady told him she would remember him in 
the spirit world. 


And now, after my recent observations, 


I would not only repeat the advice of the 
great and good Horace Greeley, "Go 
West, Young Man;" but if you are going 
west take one peep at the great Arkansas 
Valley, and don't forget to visit Larned 
and Kinsley.

Another Confession 
from Elizabeth. 


And a New Denial from 
Beecher.

Yesterday, about noon, Theodore Tilton 
called upon Iru B. Wheeler, lawyer, of 
230 Broadway, and after consultation 
with another gentleman, whose name is 
withheld, and requested Mr. Wheeler to 
furnish the following card for publica- 
tion : 


KUZAIILTH'S CONFESSION. 


"Mil. IUA 15. WUEBI-EK— yiy Deaf bir: 


A few weeks bince, after long months of 
mental iiDRuish, I told as you Know a few 
/needs whom 1 had bitterly deceived, 
that the Icharue brought by my husband 
of adultery between myself ami Rev, 
Henry Ward Beecher was true, and that 
the lie I hud lived so well the lust four 
years had become intolerable to me. That 
statement I now solemnly reaffirm and 
leave the truth with God, to whom also I 
( ommit myself, uiy children and all who 
must suffer. I know full well the expla- 
nations that will be sought by many for 
this acknowledgment—a desire to return 
to my husband, insanity, malice, every- 
thing save the true and only one—my 
<iuickened conscience and sense of what 
is due to the cause of truth and justice.— 
During all the complications of these 
years you have been my confidential 
triend, and therefore I address this letter 
to you authorizing and requesting you to 
secure its publication

"Brooklyn, April 13, 1878 " 
.Mrs. Tilton came to Mr. Wheeler's 


office alone, but seemingly in pursuance 
of a determination made over a month 
ago. 
She was dressed with unusual 


care, discussed the contents of her card 
with the utmost calmness, and wrote it 
out in a clear, firm hand, making but 
one correction from the address to the 
signature, and that the substitution of 
the word "friend" for ''adviser ' in the 
third line from the last. 
Mr. Wheeler, 


who lives in Elizabeth, is a distant re- 
lative of Mrs. Tilton, and they have 
been warm friends from childhood. 
He 


'rcquently escorted her to and from the 
court room during the famous trial of 
three years ago, and since that time, as 
before, has been in constant communi- 
cation with hei. 
It appears her visit 


of yesterday, while not according to ap- 
pointment, was not altogether unex- 
pected. It is stated with the utmost 
positiveness that Mrs. Tilton called a 
number of her friends together about 
lour weeks ago, among whom were sev- 
eral of Mr. Bcechcr'i intimate friends, 
including among others-, it is under- 
stood. Mr. llossiter Raymond, and Mr. 
TliC'3. Shearman, and mffle to them a 
full and unqualified statement, alleging 
that the charge of her adultery with 
the Kev. Henry Ward Bceeherwas true 
in fact and in detail, as brought out in 
Mr. Tilton's suit. 
She requested that 


this confession should be communicated 
to Mr. Beecher, and it was so done. No 
report, however, was returned to her; 
nor, so far as can be learned, was any 
action thereon taken by cither Mr. 
Ueccher or by any of the parties con- 
cerned. 
Then there were consultations 


with other of Mrs. Tilton's friends, and 
it is quite certain some communication 
with Tilton himself; and the card as 
above was resolved upon. 
Mrs. Morse, 


Mrs. Tilton s mother, knew of the ob- 
ject of her daughter's' visit to New 
York yesterday, and approved of her 
course; others of her iriends advised 
her again-,! it, but she was thoroughly 
resolved, and, as said, made but one 
immaterial alteration in the card as at 
first drafted. 
Mr. Wheeler brought the 


card to the Ir'orW office late in the 
afternoon. 
U (i o'clock Mrs. Tilton 


was found at her mother's houxe, No. 
'2'2$ Madison street. Brooklyn, evidently 
having just returned from her tiip to 
tliis city. 
Mrs. Tilton answered the 


bell in person, and the reporter was 
quite astonished at the change in her 
appearance. 
Instead of a Might, deli- 


cate woman, in unrelieved black, who^e 
liagiiard, pale face was frequently seen 
in'Judge Neilson's court-room during 
the progress of her husband's suit, there 
came to the door a plump, pretty little 
woman, with rosy cheeks and bright 
cye«, a quick, strong step and erect car- 
riiw.

He declined to give the name of his in- 
formant, and said: ''You can well under- 
stand that, as Mr. Beecher's son, I do 
not care to discuss this matter at all. 
I cannot say what the result will be or 
what my father will do. He has borne 
calun'ny for years. I am quite sure he 
can stand this. 
But it is cruel; wick- 


edly cruel." 
Mr. Halliday. the assist- 


ant'pastor of Plymouth Church, said 
Mrs. Tilton had not confessed anything 
to him. 
On the contrary, she -had al- 


ways denied to him that there had been 
any undue behavior between Mr. Beech- 
er and herself.

ly remarked that Mr. Beecher's friends 
had expected something of the kind for 
some time. 
As for the statement of 


Mr. Wheeler, to whom the letter was 
addressed, that Theodore Tilton did not 
know of its existence, the gentleman re- 
marked with a smile that that would be 
the way he would go to work. Frequent- 
ly, during the winter, said he, "Mr. 
Beecher had been applied to for money 
to aid Mrs. Tilton, the request or de- 
mand not technically coming from her, 
nor purporting to be made with her 
knowledge or consent, but a« for her 
benefit; this demand was accompanied 
by threats and intimations that if it was 
not met something would turn up. Mr. 
Tilton's influence over his wife is very 
great, thi« gentleman continued, and 
she cannot resist it. 
A gentleman liv- 


ing near Mrs. Morse and Mrs. Tilton, 
and intimately acquainted with both, 
said the events oi the past few months 
have led him to believe that arrange- 
ments for a reconciliation between 
Theodore Tilton and hi? wife have bee.i 
completed. 


He said some months ago. when he 


heard that Mr. Tilton had gone to see 
his wife with her consent, thatwewould 
soon see the beginning of the end.

foul murder was committed at this city 
to-night. 
Clarence Hubbard, a respect- 


able young colored man, waa shot and 
instantly killed by Tobias Banners, an- 
other colored man. 
Hubbard had just 


left the African Methodist Church, at 
the close of the services, with his. cous- 
in, Mary Elliott. Hanners was engaged 
ih an altercation on the .sidewalk, with 
William Baker, also colored, and had 
drawn his revolver. Baker started off, 
when Hanners deliberately leveled the 
revolver at Hubbard, who was within a 
few feet, and fired. Hubbard fell dead, 
the ball having severed the carotid 
artery, and also the spinal cord. 
After 


killing Hubbard, Hanners shot Baker, 
the bullet entering his abdomen and in- 
flicting a fatal wound. Hanners then 
fled, but subsequently was captured and 
lodged in jail. Excitement ran high, 
and there is talk of taking Hanners out 
of jail and lynching him, but no attempt 
has been made so far. 
A Coroner's 


jury rendered a verdict in 
accordance 


with the facts. 
Hubbard was an inof- 


fensive young man, not concerned in 
Banners' difficulty in any way, and had 
not said a word to Hanners at the time 
of the shooting.
